House of Congress has repeatedly gone on record 
in favor of the same, but that the Republican 
senate has ahvavs refused its assent. 


However, public opinion has found a i\a> to 


express its choice for United States Senator with- 
out waiting for the Constitution to be amended. 
Public opinion requires candidates for the legis- 
lature to say "how they will vote for United States 
Senator in order that citizens may \ote intelligent 
ly at the polls. 


This is the unwritten law in Nevada, as in
